Again, during his third four-year-term as auditor, Rhodes 
was elected Governor in 1962 and reelected in 1966. At the 
end of his present four-year-term as Governor, he was 


Prohibited by law from succeeding himself, but four years 
later, he bounced back and was elected in: 1974 and re- 
elected in 1978. 

On Jan. 10, after serving as Governor fora total of 16 
years, during which “| brought more blacks into state 
government than all the previous governors combined,” 
Rhodes, after almost 50 years of Public service, will return 
to private business. 

As this 73-year-old public figure, who vigorously cham- 
pioned the cause of black:‘Ohioahs throughout his political 
career, retires to private life, The CALL & POST extends to 
him its best wishes for continued good health and anabun- 
dance of success.in-his endeavors.

How the Columbus branch NAACP conducts its internal 
affairs is the business of the members of the organization, 
but when those affairs spill over into the affairs of the black 
community, they become the business of anyone affected 
by them. President C. Norman Collins, in claiming that the 
organization, and thereby he, speaks for the black com- 
munity is such a Case of NAACP affairs coming to play a 
direct role in the lives of the community. 

Why Collins told one of the white dailies here that there is 
hardly anything that goes in the black community that the 
NAACP doesn't know aboutorisn't involved inisa mystery 
‘o us. Collins presumably was re-elected by receiving 87 
votes, more than either of his two opponents in December. 

Collins has not said how many people from the black 
community are members of the organization, but less than 
500 voted in the election. 

We assume Collins, when he speaks, speaks for those 87 
persons. We also assume he speaks for the local NAACP. 
uf the NAACP here is so disorganized and out of touch 
with where the black community is and where it is headed 
that when he presumes to.speak for the black community,

Prosecuton to comply with the 
defense request. 

Dr. Jackson, an internist. 
was arrested Sept. 5 ina North- 
side apartment. The occupants 
of the apartment were not at 
home at the time. He was sub- 
sequently indicted on a record- 
setting 98-count indictment 
which included 48 counts of 
aggravated burglary, 38 counts 
of rape, 5 counts of gross sex- 
ual imposition, 4 counts of 
attempted rape, 2 céunts of 
kidnapping and 1 count of pos- 
sessing criminal tools. 

The Columbus Dispatch has 
filed a friend of the court brief 
objecting to the defense 
request to suppress evidence 
taken by the Columbus Police 
from Jackson's car on Sept. 7. 

The newspaper. is also 
objecting to a defense motion 
to close to the public a pretrial 
hearing on the motion: 

Dispatch attorney John W. 
Zeiger said if Jackson is cor- 
rect that his constitutional 
rights have been violated “the 
Public has tne right to informa- 
tion regarding the deficiencies 


in obtaining the evidence: 

“If not, the public has the 
Tightto Know that members of 
the criminal justice system 
have carried out their duties 
properly.” 

Zeiger said the contents of 
the car are a matter of public 
record and the warrant by 
which the evidence was 
obtained has been unsealed. 
He said the “defendant‘is thus 
asking this court to close to the 
public that which has already 
been released to the public.” 

“It is difficult to imagine a 
case in which the public has a 
greater right to scrutinize the 
conduct of those pursuing his 
conviction or a greater interest 
in the judicial proceedings 
related to his prosecution,” he 
said. 

“To insulate these proceed- 
ings in a shroud of secrecy as 
requested by the defendant 
would not only violate consti- 
tutional privileges accorded 
the public and press, but.deny 
the public valuable insights 
and informaton regarding the 
Prosecution of this case," 
Zieger noted.
